Of course he Is ah epicure where 
there is any choice, But In spring he is 
glad to f«\ J on the Buds of thf* Ulrtc 
and o her shrubs.

Never before 
had she driven In anything less magni¬ 
ficent than a royal carriage. The selec¬ 
tion of the Queen's Christmas gifts, or 
those for any other occasion IB made 
by herself at Windsor, or wherever the 
Court may be in residence. The trades¬ 
men who are selected as royal trades¬ 
men send over a very large quantity 
of articles suitable for the. dccaaion, 
and they are left at the palace till the 
Queen has chosen what she wants. 
There are only %. certain number of 
shops in London that have what is 
called a royal appointment or warrant, 
but those that have are allowed to dis¬ 
play the royal arms over tbelr eh^ps 
and tp use the words, "By appoint* 
ment to Her Majesty, the Queen," on 
their bills. The Queen generally selects 
gifts from her own tradesmen, but 
there Is great rivalry among all shon^ 
keepers to secure a royal order, and tnl 
Princesses and ladies In waiting are 
often commanded to go outside the 
royal warrant holders, and If they see 
anything pr hear of any very pretty 
and novel gift, to have it submitted to 
Her Majesty. The Queen buys largely 
of Scotch and Irish manufacturers and 
employs tradesmen In Edinburgh and 
Dublin, who also send specimens of 
their goods for Her Majesty's approba¬ 
tion. Scotch and Irish tweeds and 
cloths and homespun goods are largely 
bought and given to those who are like¬ 
ly to wear them and to whom they 
may be useful. There are, also, a very 
large number of poor people on the 
Queen's estates who are known to her, 
to whom she makes gifts of clothing. 
Manta Claus l-'ills Princes' and Princess' 
Stockings. 

To such of her children as are w 1th 
her the Queen gives her gift personally 
and with her little grandchildren the 
old fable of Santa Claus is upheld, and 
the royal Mocking is very much h* .wier 
and more valuable from the beloved 
grandmamma's gift. To those children 
who are away the gift Is sent with a 
letter, generally by messenger, some¬ 
times by post, but to those who live 
abroad a Queen's messenger takes the 
gift, and the Queen's letter which ac¬ 
companies It, To the members of the 
household the gift kt either sent or 
given with a gracious message or some 
words of kind, affectionate greeting. 
To any crowned head who may be the 
recipient of a royal Christmas gift, the 
Queen would certainly wr>te an auto-

of her past Ilf**. The Queen's family, 
taken in Its widest sens*—her children, 
grandchildren and great-grandchildren 
—is no v ho large, numbering nearly GO 
person!, that It Ih almost impossible 
for her to send t>r give each member 
se; urate gift, and as her Chistmaa 
and ether giftH are more or Ics.h cosily, 
such liberality would Involve a very 
nnsldcrojile expenditure. To caeh of 
her children, awl to their chlldr* n. the 
Queen gives Christmas giftH. and in her 
turn receives them. (The Prime un-1 
Princess of Wales nn«i thole ckfitlren. 
the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, 
the Empress Frederick, the Duke and 
Duchess of Saxe-Coburg, the Duchess 
if Albany, the Prince ami Princess 
Christian, their sons apd daughters, 
and Princess Louise und Lord Lome, 
as well as Princess Henry of Batten- 
berg and her children, receive substan¬ 
tial tokens of her affection and good 
will. Bvyond this Immediate family 
circle tfce Queen, with rare exceptions, 
does not g<». All her other relatives, 
save those will h she has outside the 
English shores, are too distant to count 
among those who naturally would re¬ 
ceive a gift from her. with, perhaps, 
the exception of an English cloa^c, a 
wraj* or a sm%ll cart which she may 
give to some Infant great-grandchild, 
such as she has glvert the Grand Duch¬ 
ess Olga of Russia, her last great¬ 
grandchild. The Queen generally gives 
a useful Christmas gift, or something 
pretty to put on a table or to ornamniu 
a home, chosen from among th<* endless 
fancy gifts which are invented each 
■succeeding Christmas. To some of the 
grandsons, it Is said, the Queen Ki'cs 
tips." and to the younger Princesses 
she sometime* gives a gown or a 
beautiful piece of material, to use as 
their fancy dictates. 

The Queen's Gifts to Friends Mini Servants. 

The Queen does not give, nor is she 
expected to give, any presents to her 
officials at Court, nor to any members 
of the Government. There are muny 
members of the Government, of both 
political sides, for whom the Queen 
has a strong personal feeling of regard 
and affection, on whom she does be¬ 
stow a small token of her liking, but 
it is done purely; as a friend, and Is 
not In any way expected. The late 
Lm cl Bcaeonsfleld, lx>rd Melbourne, 
Lord Salisbury, as well as others of her 
well-known people in the official world, 
from time to time received gifts from 
the Queen, and probably other less 
wel known people in the official world, 
but that Is because they arc personal 
friends, and would probably under or¬

Samuel Weose and His Wife Caught 
in the "Bath Road Death Trap.” 

_ * 

" Tho Bath Hoad Death Trap,” as the # 
Grand Trunk railway crossing at Collins 
Bay has come to bo known, has added 
another to its already long list of tragedies, 
and another family is submerged in gloom 
through the reprehensible negligence of the 
G.T.R authorities. The latest victims are 
Mr. and Mrs. \\ eese, a respectable and in¬ 
dustrious farmer and his wife, of the '2nd 
concession of Ernestown. 

On Saturday last Mr. Weese and his 
wife left their home near Hath to attend 
the Kingston raarkt-t. After disposing of 
their garden mult on tlie market Mr. and 
Mrs. Weese had tho usual purchases to 
make-there were toys to be selected to 
gladden the hearts of tho children at Xmas 
and the usual household necessaries, and 
when they started on the return trip home¬ 
ward it was well on in the evening and 
darkness was descending. The evening was 
frosty and the couple were well muffled to 
protect themselves from tlie weather. All 
went well until they reached tho Collins 
Bay railway crossing where death like a 
hideous phanton lurked among the shadows. 
All unoonscious of danger Mr Weese and 
bis wife drove across the track just as a 
west bound freight train swung around the 
curve and in a moment tho ongine had 
crashed into them. Mr Weese and his 
wife were thrown a distance of nearly fifty- 
feet, the horses were killed instantly and the 
wagon splintered into a thousand puces. 

Mrs. Weese was found under the remains 
of the wagon, in a semi condone condition. 
On examination it was found that sho had 
sustained a very seriouB scalp wound and a 
severe injury to her hip, but reasonable 
hopes are entertained of her recovery 
Her husband was found to be in a more 
precarious condition and from the* first it 
was apparent that he was fatally injured 
The right side of his chest was crushed in 
and several ribs broken. Ono end of the 
fractured rib penetratad the lung. .Resides 
these enumerated there were other,injuries 
of a less serious character. Both tho suf¬ 
ferers were conveyed to the Kingston gen¬ 
eral hospital, whero Mr. Weese breathed 
hio last shortly after eleven o'clock on Sun 
day night. On Sunday morning the 
wounded man was informed of his ap¬ 
proaching i ml, and the ante-mortem state¬ 
ment of the dying man was taken dovm, 
and Dr. Smythe afterwards drew ont his 
will. 

Samuel Weese was a son of Stephen 
Weese, who resides near Napanee Mill*. 
He was 3(\ years of age and u steady, sober 
and industrious farmer. lie was 
much esteemed among his Urge 
circle of friendB and acquaintances and his 
sudden and untimely end will bs learned of 
with general regret throughout the couo 
try. Deceased leaves six children to mourn 
his cad death, the eldest being oply 10 years 
of age. The remains passed through Nap¬ 
anee on Tuesday, and will be iuterred in 
the Morven cemetery. 

Mrs. Weese, the injured lady, is a daugh¬ 
ter of Norris Miller, near Hath, and is 
2'J years of age. The latest reports to hand 
say she is resting somewhat easier and no 
doubts are entertained of lur ultimate 
recovery. 

The Kingston Whig gives the following 
description of the locality in which the 
accident ocourrcd : 

1 For the better understanding of the 
manner in which the accident occurred, by 
those who are not familar with the locality, 
it may be said that for a long distance be¬ 
fore the fatal crossing is reached by a per¬ 
son levelling from Kingston to Collins 
Bay the railway track runs parallel with 
and a few yards from the highway.

But as the “ death trap v is ap¬ 
proached the train is hidden from the view 
of the traveller on the highway by a deep 
cut into wbioh it runs, and by the high 
ridge of land between the railway and the 
road, and on the sides and t"p of which is 
a more or less dence growth of timber and 
shrubs. Bo that, while the traok is on the 
same plane with the road, it is utterly im¬ 
possible for the traveller on t^is portion of 
the letter, to se? 4* passing train, np 
matter how sharp a look-out he may keep 
And in tbs case of a person ridiDg in such 
a heavy vehicle as a "lumber wagon," 
the rumble of his own conveyance drowns 
that made by the passage of the train To 
a man standing at either side of the track 
where it crosses the road, an approaching 
train is not visible until it emerges from 
the out on to the oroes^ng—too late for the 
driver of a team in the act of going across
